SUFFERED FROM OPHTHALMIA.

A Pig Was Killed, His Eyelid

LONDON, Nov. 13.—A surgical operation 
which has attracted universal interest was 
performed this week by Dr. Maxwell in 
the Dublin Ophthalmic Hospital. It con- 
sisted of grafting the eyelid of a recently 
killed pig to that of a man, The patient, 


John Ryan, is an army pensioner, who fcr 


some years has been under treatment for 
ophthalmia. Owing to the loss of his left 
eyelid it was found impossible to cure his 
eye, for when it was exposed to the light 
without the protection of the lid, the dis- 


ease would reappear. 


Dr. Maxwell determined to make an ex- 
periment. A healthy pig was selected and 
three medical men went to the slaughter 
house with the patient in a cab, A screen 
was erected, which inclosed the chamber, 
but was open to direct light in the sky. The 
pig was stuck in the usual way and as its 
blood outpoured at the throat Dr. Max- 
well, with a swift stroke of his lancet, cut 
off jts eyelid. 

The edge of the patient’s eyelid, where 
the attachment was to be made, had been 
cut, and as quick as thought Dr. Maxwell, 
whilst the pig’s eyelid was still living, at- 
tached it to the man’s eyelid. The piece was 
instantly made fast by stitches, 

Reports received from Dublin to-day say 
the operation has been most successful, The 
adhesion of the pig’s eyelid to the edge of 
the patient’s is perfect and there is every 
prospect that the desired object will be at- 
tained. 

It is a curious illustration of how rigidly

The resolution adopted with reference to 
raising the standard of behavior of players

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ANARCHISTS’ DAY IN ST. LOUIS 


Mrs. Lucy Parsons and Emma Gold- 
man Address a Gathering. 


St. Louis’ celebration of Anarchist Day 
was observed at Masonic Hall last night. 
The principal speakers were Mrs. Lucy Par- 
6ons and Emma Goldman. Their remarks 
were interspersed frequently by German 
songs. 

There were about 300 persons fin the hall 
and about 100 of these were women. A sig- 
nificant fact was that they were young 
women, accompanied by their mothers, who 
made them pay close attention to the speak- 
ere. 

The master of ceremonies was E. Kurz- 
enknabe and among other prominent an- 
archists were Chris Dippel, Mr and Mrs. 
George Richter, Mr. and Mrs. Max Hem- 
pel, August Priestebach, Frank Trebau, An- 
ton Sendlin, the latter being the uncle and 
sponsor for Emma Goldman. 

After a song by the quartette, Mr. Kurz- 
enknake introduced Mrs. Lucy Parsons, 
saying: “She is a vicarious victim of the 
most unholy conspiracy of modern times, 
a woman of Caesarian virtue and who 
stands alone to controvert a massacre and 
defies contradiction.” 

Mrs. Parsons expended half an hour in 
explaining the Haymarket riot and showed 
that her husband had nothing to do with 
it. When Fielden called him to make a 
speech Parsons replied by _ saying: I 
have just entered the town. I know noth- 
ing about the situation, but all worgne- 
men must stand together and if there is 
death to you and my babes on this_ plane, 
then may God help and forgive the po- 
lice.’’ 

“The whole sttuation,”’ said Mrs. Parsons, 
‘hinged on this sentence: The police, wid 
represent the capitalists, are against us; 
this country is for free-born Americans, we 
defy the capitalists, because we are the 
taxpayers.

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THE SLAYER OF HASTINGS 


GETS ND 


CHANGE OF VENUE 


Charles L. ans Will Be Tried for Murder in the 
Circuit Court at Jacksonville, Dec. 6, 


The Prisoner Maintains His 
Cool Demeanor and Gives 
No Sign of Break- 


ing Down. 


His Confession as Made to 
His Pastor on 
April 7.

JACKSONVILLD, Ill, Nov. 13.—Charles 
lL. Draper wiil be tried for the murder of 
Charles L. Hastings, on the night of March , 
$1, in this city, on Dec. 6. This much of the | 
noted case was decided here to-day by the | 
overruling of a motion for a change of | 
venue. 

As Judge Thompson, the regular Judge of | 
the Morgan County Circuit Court, was dis- 
qualified, Judge Shirly of Macoupin County 
presided in his place. The counsel for the 
defense, led by Col. Dyer of St. Louis, 
opened with a lengthy plea for a change of 
venue, claiming that the public mind was 
s0 prejudiced that there were not twelve 
men in the county who had not formed 
or expressed an opinion which would not 
require evidence to change it. Then he paid 
his especial compliments to the press, which 
he denounced in no measured terms, quot- 
ing liberally from articles printed by the 
papers of this city and those in Chicago 
and St. Louis. The reporters of the pa- 
pers were in for a share of the lawyer's 
attention, and altogether a strong case was 
made. It was supported by about a dozen 
affidavits from well-known citizens, but in 
nearly every case it was shown that they 
were prejudiced in favor of the defend- 
ant, and in some ‘nstances were relatives. 

The attorneys for the prosecution had 
worked with zeal and ability, and had se- 
cured a strong list of affidavits in favor 
of a trial here. The case was summed up 
by Jude Shirley in an able manner, and 
his decision was against a change. 

Although Draper claimed that he was in- 
jured in health by being confined in jail, 
and accordingly asked for a writ of habeas 
corpus some time ago, he did not show ijt 
to-day. In order to avoid the gaze of the 
curious he had a carriage call for him at 
the jail and take him to the court-room and 
back. He was dressed in a stylish suit of 
black and looked as respectable as any of 
the attorneys or judges. He showed the 
same indifference he had all the way 
through the dreadful ordeal, and was, in 
fact, cooler than his lawyers, who will make 
such a stubborn fight for his life. 

If the case had been taken to another 
county there would not have been means 
with which to follow it for the prosecution 
as the friends of Hastings are not prepared 
to incur such a heavy expense. The State 
is assisted by Judge Chas. A. Barnes, J.eP. 
Lippincott and J. J. Reeve, and they have 
worked hard and successfully to do their 
part so far, and they are the recipients of 
many compliments.

The trial promises to be of wondrous in- 
terest. The eminence of the counsel, the 
paculiar circumstances surrounding the 
tragedy, the standing of the prisoner and his; 
victim in the community, all tend to give 
the case special importance. 

The fight to save Draper’s neck wil] be 
a bitter one. He has considerable property 
and is understood to have wealthy relatives 
in Missouri. His home was formerly in 
Louisiana, Mo., where h’s father was a pen- 
sion agent. At one time the old gentleman 
was associated with Col. D. P. Dyer, who 
has been retained by Draper to defend him. 
Col. Dyer is a cousin of Draper's wife. 

Dfaper'y connections in Jacksonville were 
of the very best. He was a popular man, 
& meber of the Masonic order and the G. 
A. R, Upon his connection with the Masons 
many base the belief that he will escape 
the extreme penalty of the law. He has 
& charming wife and daughter, who moved 
‘In the best circles in the city. They were 
all members of the Presbyterian Church, 
and on the night of the murder Mrs. Draper 
and her daughter were attending a service 
of prayer while the crime was being com- 
mitted.

During the same conversation Hastings 
remarked that he was down-town every 
night. and that he would drop in and see if 
he couldn’t catch the fellow. 

“You'd better go armed,”’ advised Good- 
rich, “That man is dangerous and you know 
he hates you.”’ 

This idea struck Hast:ngs as being ridic- 
ulous. He was an old soldier and naturally 
a’ courageous man. He pooh-poohed the 
danger and so it was settled that he woud 
keep his eye on the office. Wednesday 
night—the night of the murder—was an 
ideal one for prowling about unseen. Some- 
thing was wrong at the water-works and 
the electric light plant could not run. The 
town was dark as pitch. It was rainng 
hard and a perfect gale was sweeping from 
the prairies and across the city. Few peo- 
ple ventured onto the streets and those that 
did were at the Democratic pr.imar-es, 
which were being held in a hall some dis- 
tance from Judge Kirby’s office. On the 
theory that Draper was the murderer it !s 
argued that he real zed a!l this. He knew 
that Goodrich was no longer on guard and 
he grasped the opportunity to continue his 
work of theft. 

Hastings must have also real:zed the op- 
portunity for, despite the wet weather, he 
lgft his boarding house after supper and 
ame downtown. He was seen by Dr. 
Frank L. Norbury at 9:06 o’clock, across 
the street from his office. He was alone. 
No one saw him go to his office, but it is 
presumed that he went there almost imme- 
diately, for in less than a half hour Draper 
was seen on the street by Al Morrison and 
John Pine, covered with blood. 


On April 7, Draper told the story of the 
tragedy to his pastor, Dr. Morey of the 
Satte Street Presbyterian Church, of which 
Draper and his family are members. He 
made the statement in writing as follows: 

As my pastor and spiritual adviser, I de- 
sire to make to you and through you to the 
Coroner of Morgan County, Il, a full, true 
and perfect statement of the facts and clir- 
cumstances that led to.the death of Chas, 
L. Hastings on the evening of March 31 last. 

‘‘In the fall of 1878 I entered the service of 
Judge Kirby. I became clerk of his abstract 
office in the city of Jacksonville, Ill, and 
continued in his service until the last of 
January, 1896. By my long service in thea 
office 1 became familiar with the business 
of the office and the methods of conducting 
the samme. 

“On the evening of the 3lst of March I 
entered the office of Judge Kirby between 
8 and 9 o’clock. When I entered the office 
there was no one there. I had with me at 
the time an unlighted lantern, which I 
lighted after getting in the.office. 1 know 
the combination of the vault and went and 
opened it and took a book therefrom and 
placed it on a desk next to the vault.

DYNAMITE DICK 
NOT DEAD, 


But Is Leading a Posse a 
Merry Chase of It. 


HE AND HIS GANG IN AMBUSH. 


THEY HAD A BATTLE WITH THE 
DEPUTY MARSHALS, BUT NO- 
BODY WAS HURT. 


HIS PALS ARE ALL BAD MEN. 


One Is a Degenerate Son of a Good 
Family and Another a 
Most Blood-Thirsty 
Redskin.

SILOAM SPRINGS, Ark., Nov. 13.—Dyna- 
mite Dick, the noted Indian Territory out- 
law, is not dead, but still lives, and, ac- 
cording to the story of a Deputy Marshal's 
posse, who quit his trail at dark yesterday 
evening in Spavinaw Hills, in the Cherokee 
Nation, Dick is very much alive, and there 
is not much danger of his dying soon, not 
for the next forty-eight hours, anyhow. 

The posse had been pressing Dick and 
h's band very hard for two days and 
nights. and yesterday about noon it. was 
learned that the bandits had taken. refuge 
in a cave behind hurriedly-improvised 
breastworks or barricades, which had been 
constructed at the entrance to the cave, 
out of heavy rocks and timbers. As soon 
as the posse hove in s'ght the outlaws 
opened a rapid fusillade with their Win- 
chesters, during which over 200 shots are 
said to have been fired. 

The posse kept up a steady fire also, but 
nobody on either side was hurt. The po@se 
exhausted their ammunition in a vain ef- 
fort to dislodge the bandits, and were forced 
to withdraw in order to lay in a new supply 
of cartridges. It is said that Dynamite Dick 
was betrayed by one of his trusted fol- 
lowers, who acted as a guide for the posse. 

Deputy United States Marshal Copeland, 
who lives here, received a letter the other 
day offering to put him on the trail of Dick, 
but the offer was refused. There were 
eight of the gang, including Dynamite 
Dick, Albert, or Cub Jennings, who recently 
held up and robbed a Rock Island train in 
broad daylight near Chickasha, O. T., and 
Rill Pigeon. Jennings is a graduate of West 
Point Military Academy, and at one time 
belonged to the engineering corps of the 
army, ranking as second lieutenant. It is 
claimed that a love affair changed his 
standing in life from a position of worth 
and affluence to a most wretched vagabond. 
He took to drink, and his downfall was 
thereby rendered more swift and certain. 
He came of an old Kentucky family, was 
lionized for his social qualities at West 
Point, has repeatedly been hnonored wth 
offices in Oklahoma, and his entry upon a 
career of outlawry affords one of the most 
remarkable instances of moral degeneracy 
of which any record is known. 

Jennings is the man, who, with his 
brother Ed, became involved in a quarrel 
with Temple Houston in a Woodward (O. 
T.) saloon. All were drunk. A quarrel fol- 
lowed and then revolvers were drawn. 
Houston, who is a son of the famous Gen- 
eral, Sam Houston, shot Ed Jennings dead, 
then a duel] to death began between Hous- 
ton and Albert Jennings, in which both 
were wounded, Houston was arrested for 
murder and the trial was watched with 
interest throughout the United States, but 
he was finally acquitted. One of Jennings’ 
old pals, who lives in Silon Springs, says 
he is a man of tron nerve, a crack shot 
fith a rifle, and utterly devoid of fear. He 
is only 35 years old. 

Pigeon is a full-biood Cherokee Indian 
and cannot speak English. There are two 
half-breed interpreters with the gang. 
Pigeon has more scalps to his credit than 
any man in tthe bloody Indian country. 
Nearly. all of the victims have been deputy 
marshals who lost their lives trying .to 
take him, and his house has been -burned 
from over him no less than six times, and 
it is estimated that he carried over two 
pounds of lead in his flesh. He has been 
scouting for ten or twelve vears, and is the 
man whom Judge Parker once referred to 
as the most remarkable outlaw the Indian 
country ever produced. 

The Judge sent the pick of the Fort Smith 
court against Pigeon time after time, but 
they were always either killed outright or 
go badly shot that it was often necessary to 
send out a relief expedition. If each of the 
rewards once offered for Pigeon by the Fed- 
eral Government are still in force the ag- 
gregate amount is $8,000, or $1,000 for each 
deputy marshal slain, and the aggregate 
reward for the entire gang foots up more 
than $12,000, payable| dead or alive. The 
posse will take up the trail again Monday 
morning and will not let up until some- 
body bites the dust.

MANUFACTURERS OF MISSOURI 


Satisfactory Conditions Shown by Mr. 
Rozelle’s Report. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 13.—State 
Labor Commissioner Arthur Rozelle has 
the matter for the bureau’s nineteenth an- 
nual report ready for the printers and it 
= be ready for distribution about Dec. 


J. 

This report is the most elaborate and 
comprehensive ever issued by this bureau, 
—containing a full and exhaustive report 
on county and farm statistics, public lands 
manufactures, factory inspection, light and 
Water companies, wage schedule of all 
classes of clerical and manval labor, fel- 
low servant legislation, a complete digest 
of all labor laws of the State, together with 
a report on the operations of the State 
Free Employment Bureau, lately estab- 
lished, | an expose of the fraudulent em- 
ployment agencies of the large cities. 

The State’s manufactures make a most 
excellent showing in the Commissioner's 
report and a comparison of its wage sched- 
ules with those recently published by 
United States Commissioner Carroll D. 
Wright shows that the wages paid Mis- 
sourl’s artisans and laborers equal the 
highest average of any other State and ex- 
ceed most of them. 

A majority of the State’s manufacturers 
report haying enjoyed satisfactory business 
during 1896 and the general average of 
tainen as compared with 189 was well main- 
ained, 

Reports from almost 1,000 manufacturers, 
representing forty-six of the leading manu- 
ncturing ‘industries of the State, were tabu- 
ated, 

The output of these factories last year 
aggregated almost $82,000,000, and the heders s 
aid, exclusive of clerical force, amounte 
O $17,267,345, the average number of per- 
sons so employed last year being 41,238. 
The clerical force employed—managers, 
salesmen, bookkeepers, clerks and stenos~- 
raphers—consisted of 4,514.males and 376 fe- 
males, the average monthly salaries paid 
by all of the aforesaid manufacturers being 
as follows: . 
Managers, males $120.46, females $44.73; 
salesmen, males $107.06, females $51.33; book- 
keepers, males $79.66, females $46.15; clerks, 
males $50.77, females $34.71; stenographers, 
males $45.56, females $45.07. _ 

The industry paying the highest average 
wages to all classes of its male employes 
was printing and engraving—$2.45 for nine 
and a half hours’ work, while creameries 
paid the lowest average wages, $1.08 for 
eight and two-thirds hours. 

Among the other prominent industries 
flouring mills paid an average of $1.8 for 
ten hours; sawmills $2.13 for ten hours;

VINTON, Io., Nov. 13.—When court was 
compelled to adjourn two hours early yes- 
terday on account of the illness of Juror 
Sanders, it was feared he would not be 
sufficiently recovered by this morning to 
permit of the continuation of the trial of 
Novak for the murder of Edward Murray, 
but he was ali right and the case was 
pushed rapidly. Murray’s skull was kept in 
court almost the entire morning, and some 
important developments were made. 

Dr. C. B. Chenowith, the Coroner of the 
county, and who conducted the inquest over 
the remains taken from the ruins and who 
is a physician and surgeon of many years’ 
praétice testified that on the right side of 
the skull below the center he discovered a 

iece of bone one inch long and half an 
nch wide which was bent toward the brain 
about an inch. The edee of the piece was 
not burned or charred, he said, and clesriy 
indicated a fracture of the skull and ex- 
plained the blood clot within the cavity of 
the skull and which could only have been 

roduced prior to death. The State has now 
ntroduced nearly all its testimony, and will 
no doubt finish by Monday night. Detective 
Perrin, who captured Novak in Alaska, was 
on the stand this afternoon and told of the 
confession made to him by Novak while en 
route back to this country 

Perrin stated that Novak confessed that 
he and Edward Murray were drinking and 
went into the store, and while Novak was 
in the basement fixing the fire in the fur- 
mace, Murray got hold of a bottle of whis- 
ky in which morphine had been placed and 
which had been left in the store as a dose 
for burglars and took a large drink of it. 
When Novak came out of the basement he 
learned what Murray had done, as the bot- 
tle was partly empty and Murray in a stu- 
pid condition. Fe then put Murray to bed, 
while he (Novak) returned to the store and 
lay down. He dropped off to sleep and some 
time during the night awoke and found the 
store on fire, He then made two efforts to 
get at Murray to rescue him, but failed. as

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MRS, STEPHENS AT HER DESK, 


RS. LON V.. STEPHENS and her 
M husband were playmates and lov- 
ers from childhood. Both were 
IN born at Boonville, Mo., and the 
parents of each were wealthy. 
As Margaret Nelson, a golden-haired lit- 
tle girl, who gave promise of great beau- 
ty, she captivated the heart of the future 
Governor of Missouri, and they gave 
their hearts to each other long before 
they had reached maturity. Her father, 
Mr. James M. Nelson, approved his 
daughter’s choice, and there was never 
the slightest bar to their courtship. 

Her early life was spent in Boonville, 
where she attended Cooner Institute. 
Even in those days, just after she had 
entered her teens, she spent her leisure 
time writing in her diary, which she 
started to keep at the age of 11, alter- 
nating between the love of ‘‘Lonnie”’ and 
the harshness of Prof. Haynes, the prin- 
cipal of the school she was attending. 
After leaving Cooper Institute her par- 
ents sent her to Mrs. Reid's Schoo] in 
New York City, where she completed the 
accomplishments of her girlhood. And 
still she wrote about “‘Lonnie.” 

Mrs. Stephens has seen much of life 
at the State Capital. As the wife of 
Gov. Stephens when he was State Treas- 
urer she was a striking figure in the so- 
clal world at Jefferson City, and as the 
wife of the Governor she is all the more 
in the public eye. Few women have 
borne their honors more gracefully. Her 
daily life at the Executive Mansion is 
very simple. She rises early and par- 
takes of breakfast with her husband. 
After he leaves for the Capitol at 8 o'clock 
She busies herself with household mat- 
ters for an hour or two and then takes 
@ drive around the city, frequently mak- 
ing charity calls while out. Iuncheon is 
followed by a short siesta. Then she has 
two or three hours which she may while 
away as she may feel disposed. At 5 


o’clock she orders her Victoria and drives 

to the Capitol for Gov. Stephens, and 
they enjoy a drive out one of the boule- 
vards until dinner time. 

Most of thelr evenings are spent in en- 
tertaining. The young people of Jeffer- 
son City find the mansion a delightful 
rendezvous, for Mrs. Stephens likes them 
and takes pleasure in entertaining them. 
In society, where she is queen regnant, 
she is perfectly at home She is warm. 
hearted, attractive, gracious, tactful—in 
fact, all that a politician’s wife ought to 
be, and her admirers are legion. She is 
tall, almost slender, and of graceful car- 
riage. A wealth of chestnut hair sets 
off to advantage a set of refined feat- 
ures, and these, with a melodious voice, 
and a merry, infectious laugh, make her 
not only an admirable hostess, but a de- 
lightful companion at any time. 

Being wealthy, Mrs. Stephens does not 
Stint herself as to dress. Her taste is 
exquisite. Her entertainments, frequent- 
ly given, are generous, but not lavish. 
Even before she entered public life she 
became noted for her charitable works,: 
and she has always maintained her repu- 
tation in this line. On Sundays she has 
charge of a large class of young men 
and women at the Methodist Episcopal 
Sunday-school, and she attends church 
services, both morning and evening, with 
her husband. 

This winter a series of receptions and 
musicales will be given by Gov. and Mrs, 
Stephens. Being church members, they 
neither dance nor give balls, but the 
young people will not be entirely deprived 
of that form of entertainment, for they 
will be permitted to “trip the light fan- 
tastic toe’ after 10 o’clock. No kind of 
intoxicating liquor is served at the man- 
sion, but other kinds of drinks are dis- 
pensed in plenty.

Ordinarily the quills in 
the wing and the tail feathers cf a turkey 
are very hard to pull out. A rap on the 
head with a stout makes this flesh 
loosen up, as the butchers call it, and all 
the long feathers in the wing are jerked out 
in one pull.

59 cents in the office and $1 when required 
to leave it, each name counting one 
acknowledgment.

Miss Hoover is 
considered one of the handsomest business 
women in the city. } 
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Miss Annie W. Houck has demonstrated 
that a woman can establish and carry on 
successfully a new business. A year ago she 
Started the St. Louis Addressing Co. with 
the object of addressing envelopes ond cir- 
culars. To-day she numbers among her pa- 
trons physicians, dentists, Gruggists and 
business firms in every State In the Union 
and employs ten typewriters to carry on 
the work. She has been a stenographer six 
years, and was one of the first woman no- 

‘ taries. 

Miss Luctle J. Barlow has been a notary 
for two years. Of the work ehe says: 

“I find in this particular fleld that women 
have the support of a large per cent of the 
business men. I have discovered no preju- 
dice. against women notaries and no at- 
tempt to deal unfairly with them, thovga 
men often ask a woman notary to cut 
prices when they would not have the nerve 
to ask the same of a man.” 

Miss Lee Lichtenstein has been engaged in 
business for herself for eight years at the 
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Southern Hotel as stenographer, and has 
been a notary public two years. Her face 
has long been familiar to the hotel guests, 
and she enjoys a large patronage. Miss 
Lichtenstein is a member of the Business 
Woman’s Club. 

Mizs Amy C. Young was educated in a 
convent at St. Joe, and in the public schools 
of St. Louis. She has been a stenographer 
five years, and obtained a notary public’s 
commission in 1896.

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JAMES HIGGINS, A PROFESSIONAL NURSE, CLAIMS 
WOMEN HAVE CROWDED HIM OUT OF THE BUSINESS. 


He Inveighs Against Them and Says That the Relations Between Nurses and Their Pa- 
tients Blunt the Sensibilities and Lead to Evil. The Good Name of the Female Nurse Is 
Defended by Dr. Sutter and Others, Who Give Reasons for Their Belief. 
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AMES HIGGINS, a professional nurse, has raised a question as to the relations existing, or liable to exist, between female nurses and male patients. Hie complains that male nurses have been prac- 
tically crowded out of the profession by women. After telling who he is and producing letters which appear to substantiate his account of himself, Mr. Higgins, speaking of the duties af a female 
nurse, declares: ‘Such close and unpleasant contact is obliged, in the very natuf€ of things, to be more or less an aid and impetus to immorality, implied if not expressed.” With this statement 
Dr. Otto Sutter, superintendent of the St. Louis City Hospital, where thirty female nurses are in constant attendance upon several hundred patients daily, and the leading female nurses and hospital su- 
perintendents of the city, including Miss Warr, Mrs. Gibson and Miss Rice, take issue with this statement and resent the imputation it conveys. Mr. Higgins complains bitterly because in the great cities 
of the country female nurses have supplanted the male professional, and for this reason he finds it impossible to obtain employment, although he displays a diploma from Bellevue Hospital, New York 


City, and has had several years of experience.

66 PREFER a touch of formality about all social affairs,” 
Says Mrs. A. C. Benson, recently of Nashville, Tenn. 
«_. Formality relieves the hostess of an immense responsibil- 
7 bility, and makes entertaining delightfully simple. At 
formal affairs, the guests know exactly what is expected 
of them, and the hostess knows what to expect of her 
guests, while informality places a woman at the beck and 
call of each person present. It requires a great amount 
of hard thinking and much more trouble to give'a ‘jolly 
little informal’ than a good old-fashioned conventional en- 
tertainment. For a pleasant Thanksgiving diginer party I 
think not more than twelve covers should be laid, and the 
table should be medium-sized and round. Flowers, a6 a 
decoration, are very charming at luncheons and breakfasts, 
but at dinners they seem to me a bit out of place. Ferns 
are my favorite centerpiece, and with the cut glass and 
silver, no other decoration would be necessary.” I do not 
fancy the orthodox, heavy, old-fashioned Thanksgiving 
dinner, but prefer something lighter and more delicate. 
My ideal menu for this occasion would include about twelve 
courses, with first oysters or clams on the half-shell: then 
bouillon with toasted cracker-biscult; olives and celery may 
be served after the soup. The third course should be co- 
quilles or any Nght entree, according to my taste. .Then 
the turkey, With its accompanying relishes, and a few 
dainty vegetables. Then the frozen punch, followed by 
quail and a light ealad. Next, plum pudding with brandy 
sauce, and after the pudding, ice cream, sherbet or any 
frozen dessert, served with cakes and wine jellies. Finally 
fruit and bonbons, followed by coffee. and liqueurs. As to 
wines, I prefer sherry served with the soup, and cham- 
pagne and claret throughout the entire dinner. 

“Two o'clock is my favorite hour for holiday dinners. 
Although it is customary, I do not fancy providing cigars 
for the men upon the conclusion of the meal. I am fon& 
of lingering at the table and chatting over the coffee cups, 
but I think that the last guest should depart within an 
hour after adjournment.”

Others’ feet as a religious ceremony 
has attracted the attention to the “Saints,” 
or “Evening Lights,”’ a new sect established 
in Southern Indiana, in the vicinity of Jef- 
fersonvilie and New Albany. They have been 
there for a vear and are rapidly increasing 
in numbers. Their bellefs seem to be a com- 

‘posite of those of the Hard Shell Baptists, 
the holiness people and the Christian Scien- 
tists. Their garb resembles that of the Quak- 
ers. 

Follow'ng the example of Christ and the 
twelve disciples, a custom still pursued by 
the Hard Shell Baptists, they wash each 
others’ feet when they receive the sacrament 
of. the Lord’'a Supper. Like the Christian 
Scientists, ‘hey scorn the power of medical 
aid and belleve that sick persons can bg 
made well by a proper exercise of faith and 
prayer on the part of the healer. Their eld- 
ers pretend *o curediseases by the laying on 
of hands. Their attire makes them con- 
spicuous wherever they go. Like the holl- 
ness people, they claim that they have been 
fFanctifled and cannot gin, for, if the grace 
of God can preserve them one minute it can 
preserve them the next, and'so on through 
life. They belleve in marriage, but not in 
polygamy. They will not drink coffee, use 
tobacco or eat pork. Their main object 
ecems to be to make converts. 


Sretted that they had countenanced them 
and had permitted them to use their 
churches. The “Evening Lights” were ac- 
cordingly put out, yet they continued te 
shine. Again they commenced to hold their 
meetings on the street corners, and by that 
time they had gained such a following that 
their audiences were larger than ever. 
Prominent men paid attention to the vener- 
able-looking elders, and business men and 
farmers became converted to their doctrines, 
holy kiss and all. The preachers were 
alarmed, but their demonstrations of d‘s- 
approval did not seem to affect the progress 
of the “Evening Lights.” | Small colonies 
were established in the surrounding coun- 
ties. There are several colonies in Wash- 
ington County and in the counties farther 
north, also in Crawford County, a few miles 
from Leavenworth, and in Floyd County, 
ten miles from Jeffersonville. 


Not until the recent camp-meeting at Sil- 
ver Heights, just below New Albany, did 
the people realize how strong the “Evening 
Lights” had become. Hundreds of converts 
attended, coming in wagons, on horseback, 
by train and on foot. Many prominent men 
were included in the number and took ae- 
tive parts in the meeting, and this fact more 
thoroughly alarmed the preachers than ever,

HE new ballot is a success. ‘ People 
7 ridiculed the farmer Legislature and 

ecornfully referred to the proposed 
ballot as the “blanket’’ ballot, because of 
its size, but one trial has convinced the 
voters of this State that !t is a good th'ng. 
This was demons:rated at the late elec- 
tion. The judgment of the farmer legisia- 
tor is vindicated. He has done his work 
well. 

The only change from the old ballot was 
that instead of making the official docu- 
ment a very long slip, it was made quite 
short and very broad, the advocates of the 
new ballot asserting that the illiterate 
voters could thus vote with more accuracy 
and the votes could be counted with much 


snore rapidity. At the head of eaoh party 


tomed to the old form of ballot, which was 
considered a very clitfmsy affair as com- 
pared with the new form. The gounting ee 
done with three times more speed and wy 
much less work than w2s expended on the 
old ballot. Counties that ordinarily did not 
report under the old system of counting for 
three days, under the naw order of things 
made their official report of votes east 
within forty-eight. hours after the polls 
closed.

THE ONLY COMPANY OF FEMALE SOLDIERS 


IN THIS COUNTRY BELONGS TO ATLANT 


TLANTA, Ga., has the only regu- 
larly-organized female military com- 
pany in the United States. It is 


called the Foster Light Infantry, and was 


so named in honor of Sergt. Foster, who 
has been drill master since the company 
was organized, two months ago. 

The roster comprises the names of forty 
representative young women of Atlanta, 
but the number will soon be increased to 
gxty. They are not only soldiers in name, 
but in epirit and action, and if they were 
ever called upon to brave the hardships of 
war, there is little doubt that these comely 
young Amazons would respond as heartily 
and as willingly as their brothers. 

A suggestion first made in jest developed 
into deep earnestness. Wuring the early 
autumn a broom brigade was organized to 
take part In an entertainment. The girls 
were thoroughly drilled, and they became so 
infatuated with the evolutions that after 
the entertainment had been given and there 
was no longer a use for their services, it

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was suggested that they continue the or- 


ganization and make it permanent. This 
plan, at first considered lightly, finally met 
with favorable consideration, and at last 
the idea took such deep root in the minds 
of the young women that they decided to 
take action at once. They called to their

brigade, and with his assistance and co- 
operation the plan was put into execution. 
The first thing they did was to apply to

It has not yet been 
granted, but the plan has encountered no 
opposition, and it is reasonable to predict 
that the paper will be issued in due time. 
The girls are thoroughly in‘earnest, and if 
it should be denied there wit} be weeping 
and wailing and the Enashing of many 
pretty teeth. They are in love with the 
military idea, and the fact that their devo- 
tion has outlived thé first flush of novelty 
Stamps it as more than a fad. In the lan- 
guage of the country editor, “It has come 
to stay.’” It may be that these fair Southern 
maidens of the nineteenth century are the 
avatars of the ancient Amazons, beneath 
whose warlike tread the earth trembled, 
and before whose presence their enemies 
fled in terror; who wielded battle axes as 
young women of to-day swing Indian clubs, 
and who gazed on the sight of blood as 
complacently as the maiden of the present 
time contemplates a powder puff. If they 
are ever called to go upon the battlefield, 
they declare, they will not hesitate, but will 
enter the strife as fearlessly and as reso- 
lutely as any body of soldiers that ever 
fought. They will be the pioneers in the 
line of female warfare. 

The equipment of the company is com- 
plete. There are two uniforms, one of white 
and one of blue. The skirts are abeut the 
length of the medium bicycle skirt. The 
blouse is made in soldier fashion and but- 
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tons close around the neck, with a military 
collar. The cap is like that worn by the 
soldiers of the regular army. Each member 
of the company, when wearing a full equip- 
ment, has around her waist a cartridge belt, 
and carries a bayonet, a knapsack and a 
haversack, just the same as a male soldier. 
The arm used is the six-pound Springfield 
ifle, and those who are familiar with the 

ize and weight of the nine-pound rifle in 
genera! use in the National Guards of the 
various States can appreciate the difficulty 


of manipulating such a weapon. By : 
time tt Is borne at a “carry arms” for 
hour or so it feels ike @ cannon, and the 
arm that is unused to it feels as though & 
might drop off at any minute, 

It will thus be seen that the girls are not 
playing at being soldiers, but are drilled 
and equipped in true army style. If the 
matter were merely a fad with them they 
would not stand out long against the rigors 
of military discipline, nor would they evince 
any great en:husiasm after two or three 
hours of hard drilling, which will tire even 
& man of strong constitution. They use 
Upton’s tactics, and they go through the 
evolutions of the drill with a precision thar 
is wholly admirable. The company has beed 
inspected by officers of the Georgia State 
militia, and they declare «that they have 
never seen an organization more th hly 
drilled. These forty young women nt go 
through a regulation military drill t 
making an error. Their combined move- 
ments are almost like those of one person. 
They have reduced precis'on to the point of 
a science, but they-achieved this only after 

a hard struggle. 


“I found two great @ifficulties in train 
ing the company,” sald Sergt, Foster. “One 
was in making the girls promptly and con. 
sistently obey the command, ‘Attention? 
You see, women find it very natura! to look 
around when any one speaks, and at first 
when I would give a command they would 
all look at me instead of straight ahead, as 
they should have done. They did not seem. 
to be able to grasp the necessity of obey. 
ing the command, and at times I thought I 
would never be able to teach them, 
ly they caught the knack of it, and now 
the!r ‘attention’ Is all that could be desired, 

“The second difficulty I encountered was 
in getting them to keep their hands at their 
sides. It seemed that every girl in that 
company thought that each time we drilled 
that her cap was on crooked or that some- 
thing was wrong with her halr Up the 
hands would go, in spite of all that I could 
say or do, and they would be patting their 
hair or adjusting their caps whenever they 
had a moment of leisure. I don’t mean to 
say that this was a sign of vanity, for some 
things are as natural to women as can<be, 
and she cannot be expected to break away 
from them without difficulty. 


“Finally I impreseed them with the fact - 


it ig necessary for a soldier to complete his 
toilet before taking his place in the ranks, 
and that anything wrong with his appear- 
ance must be allowed to remain go, unless 
it is something frightful. They thought the 
matter over carefully, and finally got &o 
that they could leave their caps and hair 
alone during the drill. Now not one of them 
thinks of moving a hand at the wrong time 
or in the wrong direction. I don't believe 
there is a company in the United States 


Army that drills according to Upton’s tac- 


tics as carefully as these girls. 

“T have often been asked what difference 
I found between them and the regulation 
soldier, and I can truthfully say that the 
advantage lies all with the girl soldier, 
after she has once learned exactiy what 
she should do in the drill.” 


Sergt. Foster is gallant, but he does not 
take a sentimental view of the Foster Light 
Infantry. The girls have said that they 
would fight, In case of necessity, and he be- 
lieves that they would keep their word, ff 


put to the test, and if allowed by the State: 


to do so, thus affording the first example

DR. H. B. GUPPY LOST IN A LIVE CRATER. —

The landslide continued for seven hours, 
during which time Dr. Guppy could do 
nothing but contemplate the possibilities. 
And the possibilities of events out of the 
ordinary happening within a volcano’s cra- 
ter are almost anything an imaginative 
mind can conceive. Great rocks Yalling 
from great heights would strike the floor 
of the crater and rebound again and again 
in their seeming desire to break through 
to the regions below. If ever a man had 
an opportunity to judge of what the aw- 
ful crisis of the last day will be, Dr. Gup- 
py experienced it then.

I remember that as a 
boy we had fn our home an old Bible, con- 
taining the Apocryphal books, but they have 
long since disappeared. Not long ago the 
Methodist Book Concern discovered a de- 
sire for these unprinted writings and it is 
now printing a special edition of the Bible, 
in which are the Apocrypha. It was in 182 
the Brit'sh and Fore'gn Bible Societies de- 
termined to publish the canonical scriptures 
only, and since then the Apocrypha have 
disappeared, and men of to-day have alinost 
forgotten there were such writings as the 
Books of Ezra and of the Maccabees. 

“A study of years is involved in tracing 
back the various acts and incidents by 
which the Old and New Testaments were 
compiled. People ask when they first come 
to think seriously upon the subject, Who 
decided the canonical and the apochryphal? 
Who determined which of the ancient writ. 
ings should be accepted as Inspired and 
which should be excluded as spurious? 
After a moment's thought the answer is, 
The church, of course; but that ts only 
partially true. 

“Tt ja generally accepted that Ezra la'‘a 
the foundation of a canon by giving pubite 
sanction to a portion of the national Jew- 
ish literature. Ezra was a priest and a 
scribe, and he gathered the Pentateuch {nto 
presentable form. 

“This called attention to other national 
documents, and then were collected the 
prophetic books and then the  his- 
torical records.’ The second canon origin- 
ated with Nehemiah, a statesman who 
gathered around him wise scribes, who con- 
tinued the work of compilation down to 
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the glose of the fourth century B. C. After

made at once, but at intervals down to 150 
years Bb. C., when the canonical writings 
Were practically closed, 

“lit was the purpose of the Jews to con- 
fine their canonical literature to twenty- 
two books, representing the months of their 
year; hence the additions beyond the can- 
onical period occasioned much confusion. 
Towards the end of the first century A. D. 
Josephus wrote: 

‘“ ‘Wor we have not an innumerable mulfti- 
tude of books among us, but only twenty- 
two books, which contain the records of 
all the past times, which are justly believed 
to be divine. But as to the time from the 
death of Moses till the reign of Artaxcrxes, 
King of Persia, the prophets who were 
after Moses wrote down what was done in 
their times in thirteen books. The re- 
maining four books contain hymns to God 
and precepts for the conduct of human life. 
During sO many ages as have aiready 
passed no one has been so bold as either to 
add anything to them, to take anything 
from them or to make any change in them.’ 

“The thirteen pronhets include Job; the 
four lyric and moral books are Psalms, 
Proverbs, Ecclesiastes and Canticles. 

“During the first century of Christ there 
were grave doubis about the book of 
Ezekiel, Ecclesiastes, Canticles, Esther and 
the Proverbs, The Apocalyptic literature 
took its rise after the older prophecy had 
ceased, when Israel was suffering sorely 
from Syrian and Roman oppression. Its ob- 
ject was to encourage and comfort the peo- 
ple by holding forth the speedy restoration 
of the Davidic kingdom of Messiah. 

“But there came a time when it was 
necessary to eliminate the Apocalyptic lt- 
erature, in order that the law and the his- 
tory might be preserved. Meanwhile the 
Christians were handing down through 
their assembles and councils the letters of 
the Apostles, which were eventually to be 
compiled and shredded into the New Testa- 
ment. It was the first Council of Nice and 
the second Council of Laodicea which es- 
tablished the Christian canon and it Is re- 
corded that the Book of Revelation was ac- 
cepted by a majority of only one voie, But 
even down to Martin Luther's day several 
of the books were seriously questioned. 
Luther himself avowed bis disbelief in He- 
brews as the writing of St. Paul and had no 
faith in the Inspiration of Jude. Fictitious 
works of the eanonical kind were of common 
occurrence Guring the century before and 
after the birth of Christ. 

“The following books from the Apocrypha 
of the Engiish Bibie, given in the erder in 
which they formerly appeared: 1.

“The first Christians relled on the Old 
Testament as their chief religious book. In 
the year 144 A. D., Marcion brought from 
Pontus to Rome a collection of ten Pauline 
epistles, ‘but those addressed to Timothy, 
Titus and the Hebrews were not in it. No 
New Testament canon existed till the lat- 
ter half of the second century, when the 
idea of a Catholic Church began to be en- 
tertained. The exact principles that guided 
the formation of a canon in the earliest 
centuries cannot be discovered, but apos- 
tolic origin must have been the chief. 
Origen was the first who took a scientific 
view of the relative value belonging to the 
different parts of the Biblical collection, 
and to him the world !s indebted to-day for 
the beginnings of the New Testament. 

“The question of the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of books was practically closed with 
the end of the fifth century, although num- 
erous efforts were made for centuries after- 
wards to discredit several of the accepted 
writings, notably Revelation, Hebrews and 
Jude. 

“Sixty-seven books are mentioned by 
commentators on the New Testament, 
which are not in the canon, and s0 pass as 
Apocryphal, but none of these exist. 

“There are forty-one books still extant, 
as follows: The Contest between the Apos- 
tles, by Abdias; Epistle of Abgarus to 
Christ; the General Epistle of Barnabas: 
two epistles of Clement; the Descent of 
Christ into Hell; Apostolioal Constitutions: 
three books of Hermas; seven epistles of 
Ignatius; the Gospel of the Infancy of 
the Savior; P¥otevangelium of James; mu- 
tilated Gospel of John; the Book of the 
Apostle John; the Narrative of Joseph of 
Arimathea; the Sacred Memorial Book of 
Joseph; Paul's Epistie to the Laodiceans; 
the Gospels of Marcion, of Matthias, of 
Nicodemus, of Thomas; the Gospels of the 
Nativity of Mary and the Infancy of the 
Savior; Epistles of the Corinthians to Paul, 
and of Paul to the Corinthians; Books of 
the Acts, the Apprehension, the Death of 
Pilate, and two Episties of Pilate; oa 
Epistle of Polycarp; the Vindication of the 
Savior; the Dpisties of Paul to Seneca and 
of Seneca to Paul; the Sybilline Oracies, 
and the Acts of Paul and Thecla. *

METHOD of treating suppurating 
A wounds and ulcers by oxygen gas has 
just been adopted by the British Gov- 
ernment for coolies at work constructing 
the Mombasa and Uganda Railway in East 
Africa. A large number of these men are 
suffering from ulcers on the leg, which in- 
capacitate them for labor. The British For- 
eign Office has sent out twenty complete 
sets of the apparatus necessary for applying 
oxygen. 
The discovery of this new method of treat- 
ing ulcerative forms of disease was made by 
Dr. George Stoker. When he was in South 
Africa as surgeon to the British troops he 
observed that wounded Zulus were very un- 
willing to submit to professional treatment. 
He also noticed that when a Zulu warrior 
was badly wounded in battle his comrades 
were in the habit of carrying him off to the 
.» highest mountain tops. 
Inspired by professional ‘curiosity, Dr. 
Stoker penetrated one of these native moun- 
tain hospitals and found that, while the only 
treatment resorted to was the occasional 
washing of the wounds with water, a much 
larger proportion of seriously wounded war- 
riors recovered than was usual in his experi- 
ence on the plains below. Dr. Stoker came 
to the conclusion that the great healing

Dr. Stoker, after his Zulu campaigne, re- 
turned to London and began to expatiate 
on the success of pure alr as nature’s anti- 
septic dressing for wounds. He encoun- 
tered the usual amount of professional skep- 
ticism, jealousy and indifference until the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts heard of the new 
method of treatment and made herself act- 
ive in securing for ft a fair trial, Under 
her auspices a small hospital was estab- 
lished in London, with Dr. Stoker for its 
medical director, for the treatment of 
ehronic ulcers with oxygen gas. 


The plan found best by Dr. Stoker after 
numerous experiments is to surround the 
wound of the patient with a wooden box 
having a glass lid, so that the surgeon can 
observe the progress of the treatment at 
any time. A rubber tube carries Into the 
box a m‘xture of one-half pure oxygen and 
one-half ordinary air, so that three-fifths of 
the mixture is oxygen. An outlet tube is 
provided in the other side of the box with @ 
stop-cock, so that the surgeon can fregu- 
late the passage of the mixed oxygen and 
air and make it fast or slow, as he thinks 
desirable.

To-day a pair of shoes 
cost 5 cents more because of that duty be- 
ings used by trust conspiracies to torce Up 
the market.” 

Secretary Hoke of the same companhy 
said: “The question before the Board 01 
Appraisers really is, ‘Is a green calfskin 
a skin or a hide?’ There is no mention of 
ealfskins in the Dingley tariff law, but 
there is a paragraph in the free ‘list which 
says: 

“ ‘Skins of all kinds, except sheepskins 
with the wool on, and hides not specially 
provided for in this act. shall be admitted 
free of duty.’ That sounds plain to a shoe 
dealer. but the hide and leather 

ring forward another section of ti 
ley law which reads: ‘Hides of cat 
or uncured, whether dry, salted or p'ckled, 
15 per centum ad valorem.’ 

“Under this section they managed to get 
from the Board of Appraisers a ruling that 
green calfskins are ‘hides and therefore sub- 
ject to duty, when all others might hold 
that a green calfskin is a skin. 

“There is a paragraph of the dutiable list 
which reads: “Cattle, if less than 1 yvear 
old, $2 per head; all other cattle, if valued 
at not more than $14 per head, $3.75 per 
head; if valued at more than $14 per head. 
2it%e per centum ad valorem.’ 

“Tt seems to a great many that this de- 
fines calves as cattle. As one of our trade 
papers suggests, the question is, will the

ANOTHER PROTEST FORWARDED 


Traffic Bureau Not Satisfied With the 
Latest Ruling. 


At a special meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers of the St. Louis Traffic Bureau yes- 
terday afternoon a warm protest was filed 
against the action of the Joint Traffic As- 
gociation of New York in increasing the 
passenger rate between New York and St. 
Louis. Two weeks ago it was announced 


that the association had made a ruling that 
an excess fare was to be charged on all 
trains running between New York in less 
than thirty-three hours. The excess was 
to amount to $1 for each hour under thirty, 
three. ; 

The ruling raised a storm of indignation, 
and all of the St. Lou's business organiza- 
tions joined in a protest, which was for- 
warded to New York. It had the effect of 
modifying the ruling, but the new decision 
of the association {fs stil] unsatisfactory to 
local business. 

The Joint Traffic Association announced 
yesterday that the time limit would apply 
to trains making the distance from New 
York to St. Louis in less than thirty hours, 
instead of thirty-three. This will add $2 to 
the present fair via the Vandalia and $1 
via the Big Four. 

At vesterday afternoon's meeting the fol- 
lowing telegram was ordered sent to the 
asedciation at New York:

OF IT TO BUILDING A 
CITY HOSPITAL. 


THE BOARD IN FAVOR OF IT. 


City to Pay $27,500 Rent and May 
Buy at an Advance on 
the Cost. 


The proposition to build a new city hos- 
Pital with money furnished by the Mul- 
lanphy Emigrant Fund, as previously out- 
lined in the Post-Dispatch, is assuming 
tangible shape. 

The Mullanphy Board discussed the hos- 
Pital project. in all its phases at a special 
meeting Friday afternoon. 

Mayor Ziegenhein was present. When 
President Schultz suggested that the board 
would like to hear from the Mayor, he re- 
Plied that he had nothing new to offer. 

“We want to help you, Mr. Mayor, in 
getting a hospital,” said Mr. Atkins. 


“Yes, and when you help me, you help 
yourselves,"’ the Mayor replied. 

Theodore Hemmelman, Jr., introduced a 
resolution providing for the appointment 

ofa special committee, composed of three 
board members, the president to De a mem- 
ber and chairman of the committee, to 
carefully consider the project, with author- 
ity to consult and employ a competent at- 
torney to aid in drafting the necessary OF- 
dinance or ordinances. The committee shall 
be empowered to introduce the ordinance in 
the Municipal Assembly and do whatever 
may be necessary to ‘have it enacted into 
aw. 

After lengthy discussion, 
was adopted unanimously. 

President Schultz announced that he 
yous name the committee at an early 
ate. 

For the guidance of the Special! Commit- 
tee in drafting the ordinance the board sub- 
mitted instructions as follows: 

The hospital to be thus established and main- 
tained shall be known as Bryan Mullanphy 
Emigrant and City Hospital of the City of St. 
Louis. A lease of city block 1252 shall be ob- 
talned from the City of St. Louis for a period 
of ninety-nine years at the rate of $1 per year, 
on the condition that the Board of Commission- 
ers of the Mullanphy Emigrant Relief Fund, 
or their successor or successors, erect and 
maintain a building and other structures sult- 
able for hospital purposes on said premises, to 
cost Dot leas than $550,000; and on the further 
condition that said building and structures and 

round be relet or re-leased to the City of St. 

Auis for a term not to exceed the period of 
time which the Board of Commissioners, or 
their successors, are entitled fo hold said prem- 
ises, at the rental value of $27,500 per year, 
payable semi-annually. The city shall pay the 
premium on fire and cyclone insurance, to be 
each in the sum of not less than §450,000, uD- 
less the buildings and structures are erected 
with fireproof material. The city shall also 
pay all taxes, general and special, and water 

license, and shall keep said buildings, struct- 
ures and premises in good repair. 

The funds for the erection of said hospital 
shall be known and designated as the Bryan 
Mullanphy Emigrant and City Hospital Fund of 
the City of St. Louls, and be secured in the 
following mafiner: $50,000 cash shall be trans- 
ferred to said fund, and bonds aggregating not 
more than $500,000 shall be issued, which 
bonds shall bear 4 per cent interest, payable 
semi-annually, and be secured by first mort- 
gage on lease of above premises and on - 
real estate now possessed or hereafter acquired 
by the Mullanphy Emigrant Relief Fund. Said 
bonds shall run for a period not to exceed forty 
years, with the privilege, however, to pay off 
and cancel we | ove or more of them (as herein- 
after provided) at any interest day after the 
expiration of five years from the date of issue. 

he difference between the yearly rental to

HEW QUARANTINE LAW A WHISTLING CORPSE 


DR. PAUL: PAQUIN FAVORS 
PROMPT NATIONAL LEGISLA- 
TION ON THE SUBJECT. 


YELLOW FEVER IN MISSOURI. 


Two Subjects Died in This Siate, but 
There Was No Danger of 
Other Cages. 


Dr. Secretary of the State 
was asked point blank 
yesterday Whether there had been any 
of yellow fever in Missouri during 
the passing outbreak of that disease in the 
Southern States. He hesitated a moment 
and then replied: 

“As to the city of St. Louls, you may get, 
Il presume, definite information from Dr: 
Starkloff, the Health Commissioner, under 
whore charge immediat¢” sanitary measures 
to protect the city were enforced. 

“As to yellow fever in Missouri, I will 
answer that one refugee, at least, died of 

» disease, about a month ago, and one 

Lwouisan died away from home. Not a 
single case occurred as a resuit of conia- 
g:on from these men or their famil.es or 
others, or from their surroundings. 

“You see, the cond.tions of climate, ge- 
Ology and meteorology -in M.ssouri never 
have favored the developmint of yellow 
fever. The evidence is that not less than 
6,000 refugees have sojourned in St. Lbuis 
and elsewhere in this State for two or three 
months and not a single authenticated case 
of yellow fever has occurred from contact 
With them. Some of these refugees came 
from infected centers and several from in- 
fected homes, 

“The influence of the fever and the quar- 
antines on commerce has been very bad in- 
deed. The railroads have suffered greatly 
and so have numerous mercantile houses. 
Indirectly almost all industries have been 
interf: red with. The quarantine m:«asures, 
which depended on fear and excitement. 
Were far more damag.ng to all interests 
and more cruel to those immediately in- 
Volved than the fever itself. They con- 
sisted of squads of armed men, often self- 
constituted as to authority, who enforced 
measures that would have been farcical 
had they not been so brutal and heartless.

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WHY DR. EDWIN RICKETTS 
TREMBLES AT THE AIR OF 
“ANNIE LAURIE.”’ 


IT WAS AN EXCITING CLINIC. 


Anaesthetics Had a Startling Effect on 
the German Dr. Ricketts Sup- 
posed to Be Dead. 


Dr. Edwin. Ricketts of Cincinnati is one 
of the largest men physicallyyand mentally 
in the Southern Surgical and Gynecological 
Agsociation. 

Fle known as a daring and skillful 
operator, and nas achieved qa reputation by 
his contributions to medical journals on 
abdominal surgery. 

Those who know the doctor say he is as 
brave ordinarily as Julius Caesar. Yet, 
like the Styx-dipped Achilles, he has a 
vulnerable spot. 

The story told on the genial surgeon 
comes from his home, Cincinnati He was 
invited by a fellow physician to be present 
at a particularly difficult demonstration, 
Dr. Ricketts was late in arriving and was 
forced to take a position on the outer edge 
of the circle of doctors and students. 
Nothing had been said about the condition 
of the subject and he supposed it was a 
cadaver. 

The figure was that of a giant Teuton, 
and to all appearances was perfectly rigid. 
Not a muscle stirred, and no breathing was 
perceptible. 

The location of the operation Was ex- 
posed, and the operator, grasping his knife, 
advanced to the patient. As the cold steel 
touched the flesh a star:ling thing happened. 
From beneath the flaxen mustache of the 
form on the table came the familiar notes 
of “Annie Laurie,’ whistled clearly and 
distinctly. 

The effect on the company was electrical. 
The operating surgeon's knife fell with a 
raitle to the floor, the students rushed for 
the door, and the older physicians stood 
transfixed with amazement. 

Clear and sweet came the notes of the 
old song, even to the last bar. Then the 
tune was switched to “Die Wacht am 
Rhine.’ By the time this was completed, 
the room was empty of students, but the 
veteran physiclans remained trembling at 
the'r posts. Suddenly the subject sat up. 
As he gazed over the row of white aproned 
figures a wild light sprang into his yes. With 
a yell he leaped from the table, and dealt 
the nearest physician a stunning blow in the 
face, then he attacked the others. Chairs, 
tables, bookcases were overturned, glasses 
smashed and furniture demolished, 

The physicians got outside, and awaited 
the cooling of the German's passion. Grad- 
ually he became calmer until at last he 
sank exhausted in a chair. The medical 
men advanced in a body. and demanded an 
explanation, The patient could give none. 
For a time he was crazy. 

Dr. Ricketts was Informed that the man 
had been under the influence of an anes- 
thetic and was asked to Assist in the opera-

The knives were brought out and 
an incision was about to be made when, for 
the second time, the strains of “Annie Lau- 
rie’ fell upon the ears of the company. 

This time there was no delay. Everybody 
except Dr. Ricketts fled to the street. A few 
moments later: he. too, had to seek refuge 
from the huge fist of the German who was 
again on the rampage. 

After thia second outbreak the demonstra- 
tion was abandoned. 

The strange consequences of the anes- 
thetic were never satisfactorily explained 
by the medical fraternity, but to this day 
Dr. Ricketts cannot hear the strains of 
the old Scotch song without quaking In his 
shoes and dodging imaginary blows.

ACROSS THE OCEAN BECAUSE 
OF THE RESEMBLANCE. 


WAS ENTIRELY TOO PRUDENT. 


Having Been Arrested Once, He 
Dreaded Another Mistake—Aroused 
Suspicion by Avoiding the Police. 


The long, dramatic and successful chase 
made by Thiel’s Detective Agency after 
Novak, the lowa murderer, contained side 
incidents tending to show the persistence 
with which the man was followed and the 
certainty of his eventual capture, no mat- 
ter where he had gone. 

‘The Eastern clew led us a merry dance,” 
said a Thiel detective to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter.

They 
had gone perhaps three blocks when they 
came upon a policeman, Culik threw his 
arm across his face and passed hurriedly 
by. The movement was not lost on his 
companion.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—Dealings to-day 
the stoek market were on a limited 
ale, but sentiment showed a continuation 
of the improvement noted yesterday. Fur- 
ther encouraging statements of railroad 
earnings were made public, and the news 
bearing upon general business and trade 
conditions was very favorable. From the 
market showed decided 
strength. This was particularly true of 
the shares of Granger roads. A feature 
was buying of Rock Island by the so-called 
inside interests, which was reflected in an 
advance for that stock of more than one 
Sugar Refining was also notably 
strong, with» further covering of short 
contracts a feature, Buying for short ac- 
eount also had a material effect on Jersey 
Central and the other coal stocks. Lon- 
don quotations showed slight fractional im- 
provements for the permanent shares. The 
trading for. London account was of insig- 
nificant proportions. 

The weekly statement of averages of the 
associated banks, issued to-day, failed to 
exhibit any radical changes. All the items 
showed increase except the minor one of 
circulation; ltoans increased $1,281,100 and 
cash increased $1,331,100, representing an in- 
crease in specie of $680,300 and an increase 
in legal tenders of $650,800. These increases 
are logically reflected in an increase in de- 
posits of $2,988,700. As a result of the va- 
rious changes, surplus reserves show an in- 
crease of $583,925. 

The reassembling of Congress is a matter 
already causing some nervous apprehension 
in Wall street, and in view of the experi- 
ences of previous years, this apprehension 
is not unnatural. 

Important interests have been fearful of 
the effect that the agitation of a wholesale 
currency tinkering programme would have 
upon general business. 

The expectation that the United States 
Supreme Court would hand down its de- 
cision in the Nebraska maximum freight 
rate case last Monday resulted in/ another 
disappointment which caused selling and a 
deeline in stock values until it was discov- 
ered that another special decision had been 
handed down by the Court. The decision 
in the Alabama Midland case is decidedly 
favorable to the railroads, restricting the 
authority of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and holding that the public carriers 
should themselves first determine the ques- 
tion of rates. It has been quite reasonably 
assumed that this decision may forecast a 
decision also favorable to the railroads in 
the Nebraska maximum freight rate case, 
for it does not seem probable that the court 
will adjudge a State commission, like that 
of Nebraska, to have more power than a 
national commission.

The statements of railroad earnings that 
are now being made public are proving 
almost without exception favorable, te. 
maurkable comparative increases have been 
shown by these statements, though it is 
true that the corresponding periods Inst 
year in many Gases represented unusualiy 
small returns. This is particularly true of 
the St. Paul road, whose earnings for the 
first week of this month have exhibited an 
increase of $143,848. The movement of 
spring wheat in the Northwest continues on 
a heavy scale and presage continued good 
earnings for the Northwestern roads. In 
the South the lifting of the yellow 
quarantine is having an effect upon 
traffic of the roads in that section. f 
imporfance in its bearing upon the traffie 
of the Central Western and the South- 
western roads next year is the decided tm- 
provement that has oceurr din the winter 
wheat crop situation through copious rains 
that have brought relief to a large portion 
of the region that has been suffering from 
drought. 

There has been a renewal of seeding, with 
the temperature favorable, resulting in 
modified impressions as to a shortened area 
and making the position of the coming crop 
far more assuring. Apropos of this is the 
continued heavy demand from abroad for 
our breadstuffs, which Is keep'ng the price 
of wheat at a high level. From every 
Atlantic grain shipping port American grain 
is going abroad to take the place of short- 
ages in foreign crops. It is too early yet 
to ealeulate the prospects as to the fore'gn 
demand next season for our cereals. Re- 
ports rec@ived by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Indicate that European 
autumn seeding had been done under fa- 
vorable conditions, and it seems scarcely 
likely that the conditions so disastrous io 
the Kuropean farmer and so favorable to 
the American farmer w'll be repeated next 
vear. TL is also too eerily for definite pre- 
dictions as to the wheat crops of India, 
Austrailia and Argentine, but it is to be 
noted that reports of damage by frost in 
the last-named country have been a bull- 
ish influence upon wheat prices th's week. 

In the meantime the farmers and the rail- 
roads. are taking full advantage of the ex- 
ceptional opportunities presented, and will 
close the year financially stronger than for 
vears. It is significant that there have been 
bets made in the Wall etreet district this 
week that the Chicago and Northwestern, 
the Rock Island and the Chicago, Burl ng- 
ton and Quincy Companies will increase 
their dividends at the next declaration. In 
reward to two of these companies, those who 
hope for an increased dividend of the cur- 
rent quarter are too sanguine. All the 
roads have 004 prospects of increasing 
their div'dend rates in the near future, but 
the Rock Island doubled its dividend rate 
in September. and the Burlington, according 
to its best friends, has had a hard strugele 
to maintain a 4 per cent dividend rate for 
several quarteys past, and although it« 
earnings fullv justify an increase now, | 
is very probable that a conservative course 
will be pursued at the Directors’ meeting 
early next week, and that no increase will 
be made until the first quarter of 1898, There 
is much hope of an increased dividend rate 
for Chicago and Northwestern, and perhaps 
some of the other Vanderbilt road« which 
declare the'r dividends late in December.

Dublin Castle authorities evidently antici- 
pate their arrival with apprehension, as spe-

Strawn of Wheaton and tne 
police and newspapers of Kansas ' de fr 2 
en Young and his long-lost sister, OF ; ir rhe 
Young and her long-lost brother, accordibs 
to from what standpoint fhe affair may 
regarded, were united. , 
Chie f of Pollee Hayes received al le ter oO 
Monday from J. KE. Strawn, a real soared 
man of Wheaton, Ill. Mr, Strawn stated 
that he was a member of a party of t eerie 
soldiers who carried Dowen and a 
Young. two negro boys, from the Arthur es- 
tate in Clay County in 1864. The boys hac 
gone through the war with an I[ilinols- regi- 
ment, and at the close of hostilities had set- 
tled in that State. Dowen had been for many 
years a respected citizen of Wheaton. — 
At the time the two brothers were taken 
away from the Clay County farm, a youns- 
er sister. Susan Young, had been left be- 
hind. Dowen Young had not heard from 
the sister since the day he was taken away 
by the soldiers, thirty-three years ago. He 
thought she was in Kansas City, and Mr. 
Strawn asked Chief Hayes to, if possible, 
secure her address. f 
The Chief managed to locate Susan, and 
Dowen Young, being 1 aga of the good 
news, came on here and ihe reunion took 
place last night. ‘ 
Susan tells this story of the separation: 
Susan Young’s parents, Jesse and Mar- 
raret Young, were owned before the war 
by Dr. John W. Arthur, now a resident of 
Kansas City, Kan. Dr. Arthur at that 
time lived on the estate of his father, 
Michael Arthur, twelve miles from Libe?fty, 
Mo, Jesse and Margaret Young had three 
children, Dowen, Arthur and Susan. Mar- 
garet Young was sold toa slave trader and 
taken to Mobile, Ala., where she is believed 
to be living at the present time. Her hus- 
band took their separation deeply to heart,

hanged himself on his master’s plantation, 
In 1864 Jennison’s Union troops descended 
upon the Arthur plantation and carried 


ing Dowen and Arthur Young, then aged 
10 and 9 years respectively. Susan, then §$ 
years old, was left behind, The ‘‘Linkum” 
troops took also several valuable horses. 
Dr. Arthur sympathized with the North, 
and he and his wife followed the troops 
» Liberty and asked them to restore their 
property. They gave up the horses, but 
took the negroes with them to Fort Leav- 
enworth, where Jennison was in camp. 

The two brothers, Dowen and Arthur. 
went through the remainder of the war 
with an Illinois regiment. It és not known 
What became of Arthur. Dowen was for 
a time in Chicago, where he was a servant 
in a wealthy family. Later he removed 
Lo W heaton, where he now lives. 

At the close of the war Dr. Arthur moved 
to Kansas City, Kan., taking Susan with 
him, tie went from there to Nebraska 
City, Neb., where he lived one year. He 
then returned to Kansas City. 

Susan married Robert Reeves, by whom 
she had two children, Eva and Della. They 
are both living and are 2] and 18 vears old, 
respectively. Della is now visiting in Du- 
luth, Minn, Reeves died several vears ago. 
and Susan has since been Known by her 
maiden name. She is 41 vears old, but does 
not look to be more than 35. She received 
no education and is unable to read or write. 
She supports herself and daughters by doing 
housework, washing and odd jobs, and has 
given her daughters a good education. She 
expects to go to live with her brother in 
Wheaton in a short time.

THEY QUIT THE WASHEE BUSI. 
NESS IN ST. LOUIS TO BE. 
COME HAYSEEDS, 


HAD A HARD ROW TO HOE, 


Vandals Smashed Theit Hot-House 
Glasses and Killed Their Plants 
and Hurt a Chinaman, 


Two months ago six St. Louis Chinamen 
went across the river and looked about for 
a favorable location for a Chinese farm. 
They found a little patch of ground on the 
bank of Dead Branch, the name by which 
the old bed of Cahokia Creek is, known, 

They rented six acres from John McNulty, 
on which there was a small shanty. They 
began to “break up’’ the ground with small 
sized spades. As the soil was very rich 
and soft they made good progress. Several 
hotbeds were constructed, more were to be 
added, and a steam plant was put in. 

The enterprise was under the manage- 
ment of Su Jen. He was assisted by his 
brothers, Le Jen and Yong Jen, and Sam 
Ling. Sing Long and Lo Sam. The farm 
was to ba conducted on a proft-sharing 
basis. — 

The Chinese farmers had assurances that 
they would be patronized by the entire 
Chinese colony and they had reason to ex- 
pect they would do a big business. As they 
contemplated growing nothing except the 
vegetables in demand among the Chinese, 
they did not anticipate any trouble with 
St. Clair County farmers. 

None was openly manifested, but a few 
nights ago vandals, supposed to be negroes 
of the neighborhood, broke many panes of 
giass in the hot-houses and opened a steam 
cock in such a way that no steam went into 
the houses. There was a heavy frost that 
night and many of the plants were killed, 
virtually leaving the enterprise where it 
started. . 

Their misfortune did not stop there,. Fri- 
day one of them was thrown from a horse 
and so badly injured as to require surgical 
attention. Two of the others have con- 


tracted malaria by drinking the well water 


of that ne'ghborhood. 

The Chinamen are discouraged, They have 
almost made up their minds to give up 
farming and go back to the laundry busi- 
ness in St. Louis, but will have a_ con- 
ference with some of their countrymen be- 
fore finally deciding. 

The farmers of the bottom have promised 
them assistance in running down the hood. 
lums who damaged heir glass houses and 
have also promised to protect them in THe 
future. It is believed that something may 
be learned from the almond-eyed agricul- 
turists. 

3efore emigrating to the United States 
Su Jen worked on his father’s farm in the 
suburbs of Canton. He says he knows noth- 
ing about American farming, but can show 
the St. Clair County people a thing or two 
about hot-house farming.

TOO RADICAL AND SEVERE. 


And If Enforced to the Letter Will Put 
Many a Good Man Out of 
the Business. 


The news from Philadelphia yesterday to 
the effect that the National League had 
adopted the double umpire system and had 
passed a rule that any player found guilty 
of using indecent or foul language on the 
field should, if found guilty of the offense, 
after a full hearing, be expelled from the 
game forever, created a genuine sensation 
in base ball cireles. The local professionals 
did nothing but discuss the two questions 
yesterday. 

“T don’t know about that rule,” said Jack 


Crooks. “It may frighten the players so 
that they won’t dare open their mouths. 
And if it comes to that stage, good-by to 
the game. Without kicking and coachin 
and hustling, what is base ball, anyhow’? 
Any player who is jammed inio, who hap- 
pens to have his toes trodden on, or who 
gets a thump in the neck, is liable to say 
—— it or something worse, And if he does 
that, under this rule, he will be ruled off 
for life. I know forty players who will re- 
tire from the business the first game.”’ 

“IT suppose,” said Frank Genins, one of 
the most conservative of players, ‘‘the rule 
was drafted with a view to curbing such 
players as Tebeau, Scrappy Joyce, O’Connor 
and others, all of whom have been the very 
life of the game. And when the first game 
or two is played I suppose Tebeau and 
Joyce will be retired for life. In such a 
contingency, I suppose, the Cleveland and 
New York management will submit, saw 
wood and say nothing. Well, I don’t think. 
The rules were all right as they were. 
Competent umpires had no trouble enforc- 
ing them. I don’t think the new rule will 
work. The double umpire system was all 
right, but there was no system so good as 
the single when such men as Gaffney, Fer- 
guson, McQuaid and Lynch were in the 

usiness.”’

BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 13.—Nothing from 
nothing and nothing remains—not even a 
Yairly good bit of shouting. But it was a 
good fight all the same, a jolly good fight, 
a red hot, bone-smashing, stomach-aching 
contest, with many a call for the sponge 
and pail and the doctors’ services. 

In the cold and austere atmosphere of this 
good old town the rival giants of the grid- 
iron, the crimson and the blue, who have 
not been playing in one another’s foot ball 
yard for three cold and dreary winters, 
came together again in glorious combat and 
strove mightily for the demnition total of 
a double naught. 

They were watched by the biggest crowd, 
in all probability, that Boston ever got to- 
gether, but it was a Boston crowd, polite 
and chilly. It lacked the whoop and roar 
and hungry buzz of the real rooter. There 
was a third contestant in the game to-day 
and a mighty evil-minded and unpleasant 
fellow it was. His name was Boreas. He 
was full of tricks and cantankerousness 
and the way he made ducks and drakes of 
well-laid plans was Bostonese, 

Many a time when the ball was kicked it 
went sailing up into the air, dodged back 
and forth like a boomerang and came down 
in unexpected places. You just could not 
tell what that wind was going to do, and 
the wonder was that the side which had the 
‘wind at its Dack was not able to do better 
than it did. 

The Soldiers’ Field, on which the contest 
took place, is a bleak, unfriendly sort of 
spot. It looks like a quarter section of the 


East St. Louis flats, which has drifted down, 
curiously enough, into the glorious land- 
gecape which surrounds Boston.

This !s done always in such a 
way, however, that the familiar lines—that is, those 
which serve to reproduce what is commonly known 
as the likeness—are all preserved. The negatives made 
by these photographers are seldom retouched to any 
extent.
